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Jit exaSl Narrative 

Of an Hermaphrodite now in LONDON. 

This was communicated by the ingenious Dr. Tho. Alien (now a Fellow 
of the Royal Society) to a friend of his in a Latine Letter,, in which as it 
v/as imparted to the faid Society, fo it was thought fit to publi/h it here for 
the view of the Learned viz:.
